®f 23 September If 5$, "Basic Policy Governing the Release of 
Classified Defense Information to Foreign Governments" as re- 
vised S3 April 19$0. 

a. Classified intelUgi nee shall not be released to a foreign 
government without prior psrmissioa of the originator. However, 
an originating agency may, prior to the general distribution of 

an intelligence document, determine whether or not the intelligence 
document or the information contained therein Is releasable to 
foreign governments. The originating agency may signify, by 
uae of appropriate markings, that advance consent for release 
has been granted or denied.
